commence immediately. Dr. 
derson and his assistant Dr. Ma- 
chelle will put forth every effort to 


complete this job within 
shortest possible time. All heifer 
calves up to one year, unless they 
will be vaccinated. 
Since this is the first time vaccina- 
tion is to be undertaken in many 
herds there will be quite a variation 
in age — from four months to one 
year in some instances. After this 
year, two drives will be made each 
year, one in May or June and one 
in October or November. 

It will be possible ther to vac- 
Ccinate all the heifer calves close to 
the age of six to eight months. 
Some cattle owners have been 
voluntarily doing this for a number 
of years. Last year about 2300 


| heifer calves were vaccinated in this 


municipality, which represents ap- 
proximately 26 per cent of the es- 


| timated heifer calves. This vaccin- 


ation can be done only by a regis- 


| tered veterinarian. 


Don’t confuse this Bang’s vaccin- 


jation with blackleg or shipping 


fever vaccinations which most 
cattlemen are able to do them- 
selves. It is estimated that Bang’s 
disease is 10 times more prevalent 
among cattle than T.B. Needless 
to say, breeding stock which has 
been vaccinated and is immune to 
; the @isease will command premium 
| prices. Furthermore, preventing 
undulant fever among humans by 
eliminating disease-carrying milk 
cows is also very worthwhile. 

Following this issue of the notes 
is a complete copy of the agreement 
between Dr. Anderson and the 
municipal council pertaining to the 
vaccination of all heifer calves of 
a certain age group. Read it over 
carefully so that you will be fully 
informed. Better still, cut it out 
and keep it for future reference. 
From week to week through these 
columns I will keep you informed 

the progress being made.

(a) Receiving all requests to 
vaccinate calves for Bang’s disease 
at the Municipal Office. Didsbury. 

(b) Appointment of township 
captains to locate calves and ar- 
range trips during vaccination 
drives. 

5. The veterinarian will be re- 
Sponsible for seeing that all calves 
arranged to be vaccinated on a 

specified day are vaccinated again- 

st Bang's disease on that day. Al- 
lowance will be made for bad roads 
or farmers who have neglected to 
place their calves in an enclosure 
in which the calves may be readily 
vaccinated. 

6. If the veterinarian must make 
an extra trip to vaccinate calves, 
due to neglect on the part of the 
farmer, in not placing them in a 
suitable enclosure, the veterinarian 
may charge extra for the incon- 
ane caused. 

The veterinarian will supply 
the necessary forms to be com- 
pleted that may be required by the 
department. 

8. The veterinarian shall test all 
cattle and bulls of breeding stock 
being offered at auction sales in 
the M.D. of Mountain View No. 49 
within 30 days of the sale. The nec- 
essary veterinary fees to be paid by 
the farmer. 

9. Any positive reactors to tests 
taken prior to a sale or to private 
tests in the said M.D. shall be 
branded by the veterinarian with 
a letter “B" on the right jaw. The 
Agricultural Service Board will pay 
for this branding at the following 
rates: 10¢c a mile, $5.00 for the first | 
animal branded on any one prem- 
ises and $1.00 for each additional 
animal branded at the same prem- 
iss.

The first story was originally pre 
sented as the true account of on 
man's experiences as an under- 
ground resistance leader masquer- 
ading as an idiot, and who under 
torture was able to maintain 
amazing personal integrity, an in- 
tegrity sustained by faith. It has 
since been revealed as a fabrica- 
tion, and the story, both as it re- 
lates to the alleged tortures and 
the heroic virtues is fictional. The 
man who told the story now has to 
face a further ordeal, to vindicate 
his good name, not through heroic 
resistance to physical torture but 
through humble. prosaic day by 
day adherence to the simple truth. 
he has to a very large extent lost 
his good name, which as the dra- 
matist Shakespeare has said “leaves 
him poor indeed.” But there is for
